Document Dl (DE 100 53 264 A) is considered the closest 
prior art. This document discloses a wavelength-selective 
bleaching or destruction of individual colouring agents, 
in such a way that when a plurality of individual 
colouring agents destroyed in this way interact, a new 
colour is created by subtractive colour mixing. 

Document D2 (WO 02/068205 A) provides an elimination 
reaction for producing a contrast and is restricted to 
products and organic substances for consumption. 

Document D3 (WO 01/09230 A) discloses a method for the 
photochemical monomolecular blackening of a thermoplastic 
elastomeric material by the introduction of corresponding 
pigments into the elastomer. 

Document D4 (WO 02/096662 A) concerns a (CD) writing 
method wherein the optical density of a colour layer is 
modified.

The subject matter of independent claims 1, 17 and 29 
differs from document Dl since the carrying body presents 
a stoichiometric mixture of the starting substances 
intended for a bimolecular reaction.

The present application therefore aims to solve the 
problem of ensuring a high degree of security (see page 
9, lines 12-14, of the application) . 

The subject matter of claims 1, 17 and 29 involves an 
inventive step within the meaning of PCT Article 33(3): 



(a) the subject matter of independent claims 1, 17 and 
29 solves the above security-related problem (see the 
present examples 1-7) ; 

(b) the same security-guarantee problem is also 
described in the closest prior art document Dl; however, 
this document offers nothing to suggest to a person 
skilled in the art that the problem of security might be 
solved by the use of a carrying body coated with a 
stoichiometric mixture of starting substances for a 
bimolecular reaction; and 

(c) none of the other search report citations, that is 
to say, documents D2, D3 and D4, describes security 
documents .
